Dear Sir. 


I have recently seen in the possession of the family of a Revolutionary officer a 
remarkably fine silver medal of English manufacture. It was taken from the heart of a Indian in a 
hand to hand fight between 1760 and 1780. I have not the exact dates. 


It is about two inches in diameter, edges not milled. On one side is a very fine likeness of 
George HI — a puny man in armor. It is in high relief, and beautifully cut. Inscription, George III, 
no date. 


On the reverse is a jackal barking at a British Lion as foreground in high relief, and then 
are several buildings in the background. No inscription. 


Will you kindly refer this letter to the gentleman in charge of the coin and medal 
collection at the Mint with the request that write me as to the circumstances causing the stamping 
of the medal.

The British Government at that time presented silver meals to Indian Chiefs as tokens of 
friendship for devotion to the British Arms. This medal wad doubtless intended as a slur upon 
the revolted Colonies. We have on in our Cabinet that was found in a Indian Grave in Arch St. 
Phila.
